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THE CIRCLE -- BEFORE IT WAS 


Washington Circle was not laid out until the early 
1860's and before that time, the area was an open 
commons with a cowpasture. K Street and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue intersected diagonally, where George 
Washington now rides his horse in the middle of the 
Circle. 


In the early 1840's, according to the chronicle of an 
old resident, Mrs. Sarah Vedder, the commons was 
as much of a hazard to pedestrians as the Circle is 
today -— but for different reasons. Indeed, our sec- 
tion of Washington City was a model of unplanned 
urban development. The great, the merely respect- 
able, and the definitely uncouth lived in a careless 
proximity to each other, sharing equally in noise- 
some conditions. 


In the area east of what is now Washington Circle, 
there was. a sizeable public market on the north side 
of Pennsylvania Avenue, between 20th and 2lst Sts. 
Directly behind the open market, with its hub-bub 
and smells, there was a row of residences belong- 
ing to a number of wealthy and distinguished fami- 
lies. A branch of the Patterson family of Baltimore 
(one of whose daughters, Elizabeth, had married 
Jerome Buonaparte) lived at the end of the block 
where the Park Lane Apartment building stands. 


West of Zlst Street on the north side of the Avenue, 
about where the Circle Theatre is now, there were 
the handsome Six Buildings which were painted a 
light color to distinguish them from the equally fa- 
mous Seven Buildings two blocks east (see our Feb- 
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There were no pavements or sidewalks along Penn- 
sylvania Avenue beyond the Six Buildings, but large 
stepping stones had been laid more than a foot apart 
to keep one out of the mud. After passing over the 
stones, one came to a cluster of houses -- the so- 
called "Round Tops" -- standing northwest of the 
Circle area. Built in 1798, these dwellings had ac- 
quired a highly unsavory reputation by 1840, appar- 
ently having become the local center of vice and 
violence. 


According to Mrs. Vedder, this area was just as in- 
famous and fearsome as the terrible "Five Points" 
in New York City. She relates that she, together 
with some 15 or 20 other girls from the city, had to 
pass the ''Round Tops" every day as they walked to 
school in Georgetown. The girls would wait each 
morning on the corner of 22nd Street and all go to- 
gether, for they were afraid to pass this group of 
houses alone. 


After the "Round Tops", there were three or four 
brick houses of three stories -- an uncommon sight 
in our ''west end'', where most of the dwellings were 
only two floors high at best. Westward, where the 
Columbia Hospital stands, was a house on the top of 
the hill belonging to Paget, the French Minister. No 
other buildings except for a few tumble down shacks 
were in the area along Pennsylvania Avenue as far 
as Rock Creek and the bridge to Georgetown. Turn- 
ing around and coming back along the south side of 
the Avenue, one passed a large white brick house in 
the block between 24th and 25th Streets, then two or 
three little frame houses, and one was back near the 
"Round Tops".

Near the intersection of K 
Street andthe Avenue stood 
the house of our opium- 
eating friend, Mr. Fox, a- 
bout whom we wrote in our 
‘last issue. No houses or 
sidewalks existed between 
Mr. Fox's house until al- 
most 21st Street.

LATEST INFORMATION FROM 
THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department has provided us with the 
latest information on the progress of their work in 
Foggy Bottom. 


The construction of service roadways in the 2600 
block of K Street is proceeding on schedule. Com- 
pletion of this work, on both sides of the street, is 
expected in November or December. 


Around the end of the year, traffic onto and off the 
Whitehurst Freeway will once again use the direct 
ramps from K Street. Shortly thereafter, the tem- 
porary ramp leading into Eye Street will be closed, 
and it is expected that normal two-way traffic will 
be restored on Eye and 25th Streets. Eye Street, 
however, will be permanently sealed off west of 26th 
Street. 


Target date for the opening of the E Street Express- 
way is presently July 4, 1965, except for connecting 
ramps from the Whitehurst Freeway. 


The temporary roadway (called a 'shoo-fly' in high- 
way engineers' parlance) that now carries Virginia 
Avenue traffic in the vicinity of New Hampshire 
Avenue is expected to be in use for about another 
year.
